An object of historic interest on 
e barbecue ground at Lexington 
during the recent Tobacco Grower's 
Rally was the big seven hundred 
gallon iron kettle in which part of 
the burgoo was cooked. This ket'le 
was cast at Pittsburg in 1805 tor 
Neil McCoy, grandfather of Judge 
James H. Mulligan, who had a 
powder mill weat of North Broad- 
w«y, wbere the ball park now is, 
says a Lexington exchange. Mr. 
McCoy manufactured there powder 
for the early settlers of Kentucky 
and the West. In this kettle waa 
made a large part of the powder 
used by General AnJrew Jackson 
battle of New Orleans, Jan- 
uary 15, 1815. This powder was 
shipped down the Kentucky, Ohio 
and Mississippi to Jackson's army. 
The cannon balls which this pjwder 
hurled into the ranks of Packenham's 
veterans, who came fresh from tbe 
Peninsular campaign to meet defeat 
at the hands of the untrained West- 
ern riflemen, were cast at iron works 
in Bath county and floated down tbe 
Licking, Ohio and Mississippi to 
New Orleans This old kettle was 
loaned by Judge Mulligan to Gus 
Jaubert atout fifteen years ago, and 
in it he has prepared the toothsome 
burgoo for barbecues in a number 
of States, among them Ohio, Indt- 
noia, Michigan. Tennessee, 
Nebraska. Mississippi and others.
